Necessity of Crime News 
(Kansas City Journal-Post) 


[f law enforcement is lax or court proced- 
ure is inadequate for bringing criminals to 
justice, how are the people to be informed of 
it? It is obvious that only the newspapeers 
can disseminate such information on a suffic- 
iently large scale and that in doing so they 
must publish crime news. i 

This fact clearly is realized by Carl J. 
Henry of Butler, Mo., member of the state 
house of representatives, who in an address 
before Central Missouri Press Association said 
that full publication of criminal news, except 
the sordid and indecent, will lead to full pro 
teetion of society by strengthening the laws. 

Mr. Henry places himself in opposition to 
those who believe a suppression of erime news 
will reduce crime. This belief is based upon 
the theory that young persons are induced to 
commit crimes as a result of reading about 
them. It safely may be said, however, that 
such persons are pathological. They are so 
unstable that they would become criminals 
whether they read the newspaper or not. They 
eould be stimulated to wrong doing by almost 
any of the great literary classics. 

Meanwhile, if crime news is suppressed, the 
professional law breaker and ‘the corrupt law 
enforcer would be able to prey upon society 
with small certainty of detection. If erime is 
on the increase, that faet must be faced. No 
problem ever was solved by running away trom 
it. No eriminal ever was put in jail by a com- 
munity whieh agreed to ignore the faet of his 
existence. 

The publication of most crime news that 
appears in newspapers is not a privilege of 
journalism but a duty.
